The House 6f Lords. 

‘The house of lords was composed 
‘ehlefly of clerics until the time of iKd- 
ward Ill, Thus in 1205 the peers were 
ninety spiritual and forty-nine jay 
‘members, including twenty archbish- 
vps and bishops, sixty-seven abbots 
aud priors and three“ masters of or- 
ders. Many clerical dignitaries sum- 
moned did not attend at Westminster, 
refusing to recognize the authority of 
parliament over thelr own convoca- 
tions of Canterbury and York, it was 
partly from this cause that the lords 
spiritual. decreased in number until 
early in the reign of Edward 111. the

The Heir té the British Crown Is the 
Most Desirable “Catch® In the 
World To-day. and All the Match- 
makers Are Discussing the Possi- 
bilities Among the Princesses. of 
Europ»—Czar’s Daughter Named. 


It is the habit’of royatty to mate 
early, and that .ia why the match 
makers are already’ diecussi:.g the 
matrimonial possibilitids -for the 
Prince of Wales. That Edward is the 
most desirable “catch” i- the world, 
even apart from his heirship to the 
British throne, is a peint that has 
been brought out in the diacussion, 
but his rank removes him from alt 
calculations. respecting ladies not of 
toyal blood. ~ ; 

There have been cases of royal 
British princesses being married to 
other than princes, as, for example, 
the Marquis of Lorne and (.¢ Duke-of 
Fife, but while such matches’ were 
extremely popular, it is not likely that 
the heir to the British throne would 
be permitted to wed one of his fair 
countrywomen, since he will be ex- 
pected to marry for reasons of state 
rather than for reasens of sentiment. 

This is not to-intimate that royal 
marriages are not th» result of affec- 
tion, for very often they are true ro- 
mances, out the love match is merely 
incidental, and while it is not likely 
that a royal pair would be thrust into 
a unidn absolutely hateful to them; 
neither would they be permitted to let 
their fancy rove where it pleased from 
cottage to castle, 

There are two princesses whose 
names naturally occur as filling all 
the conditions nesessary for a mar- 
riage with the heir to the British 
throne. One is the Grand Duchess 
Olga of Russia, the eldest daughter of 
the Czar; the-other is the Princess 
Victorta Louise of Germany, the only 
daughter of the Kaiser. _ 

The Princess Olga is. about the same 
age as the Prince of Wales, and is said 
to be a very pretty girl though not 
such a beauty as her mother. Jt is 
thought that a match betweeh this 
emi would be very gratifying to both 
he Dowager Empress of Russia and 
the Queen Mother Alexandra. From 
tat the match weuld be approved by 
the peatent Gover ment but opposed 
by the Unionists who have no great 
fency for further Russian alliances,

Our everyday carelessness, and the 
manner in which it provides a livin 
for vagrants; is cat oh illustrate 
by a chapter entitled “The Finder” 
in “The True Travelor,”’ a remarkable 
book written by Mr. W. H. Davies, 
the literary tramp, who has given fi 
aug as ra” and. “The 
Atftobiography of, a Super-Tramp,” in 
addition to pobtical works and a no- 
vel, and who, not from necessity, but 
because he loves the life, has for many 
years led a nomadic existence, mixing

It was in a London lodging-house 
that Mr-Drvies met “The Finder,” a 
mean who day after day walked the 
streets of London with his eyes fasten- 
ed on the ground, looking for things 
which people had lost. In a confjden- 
tial moment “The Finder’ showed 
Mr. Davies the contents of his locker 
in the lodging-house. ” 

“When I saw. the things he had I 
was astonished, for I believe this man 
could have made 4a. livittg by merely 
walking about. He had several foun- 
tain pens, one gold-mounted, which 
must have cost thirty or f 
lings. He showed me a gold. pencil- 
cease and two silver ones; also a sil 
yer matchbox, finely embossed, which 
still contained the matches as it liad 
een found. I saw several purses, all 
of which had contained money; and 
there was a lady's silk paraso], which 
had been left on a seat in one of the 
parks, and also a gentleman’s costly

“He showed me several articles of 
jewelry, such as rings, bracelets, and 
brooches; ‘and one pendant, which 
was a silver cross with a Christ cruci- 
fied in gold, which he had found one 
Sunday morning in Hyde Park.

SPEED OF SHIPS. 


‘4 
Influence of the Depth of Water and 
the Dragging From Below. 

Op. first thought the sea's depth 
seems of smal! imyortance if the ship 
Binds depth enough to give ber an eary 
draught, If she can run free appar 
ently it makes littie differenee whether 
she bas six feet or HOU feet between 
ber keel and the bottom. Buch an tn- 
ference is erroneous, however, for the 
depth exercises an important induence. 
The Britistr crulsere Biake and Blen- 
helm were expected to rao twenty-one 
knots, but actually can two knots jess 
in shallow water. They ran again 
under the same power, but the depth 
was between 155 and 165 feet, and 
their speed was twenty-two knota—one 
knot over the maximum calculation. 

The difference in speed is attributed 
to the influence of the “wave of trans- 
lation” displaced by the ship as she 
Moves forward. which acts as a brake. 
The nearer the ship's keel_to the bot- 
tom the stronger the friction. A-ship 
drawing twenty-seven feet of water 
(pay a ship of 12,000 tonnage) feels 


that friction over a depth of 250 feet. | 


According to some calculations, the 
dragging infuence ceases to be felt at 
a depth equal to ten and one-half times 
the draft if the ship stands high out of 
the water. 

A curious feature of the matter is 
that the speed of the ship is as im- 
portant an element as the depth of the 
water—that is to say, the influence of 
the depth on the ship’s speed is more 
or less powerful in proportion as the 
speed ts great. A ship increases ber 
Speed more easily over deep water; 


but, on the other hand, the faster a | 


ship runs the more depth of water she 
needs to prevent the hindrance caused 
by the dragging influence of the fric- 
tion which is always felt when the 
ship's keel! senses bottom. Running 
ten knots an hour, a ship must have 
between twenty-six and twenty-seven 
feet of depth or she ts dragged from 
below. If running twenty knots she 
needs a depth of 104 to 105 feet, and 
When runuing thirty knots sbe feels 
athe drag over a depth of nearly 824 
feet.—Harper’s Weekly.

The yardstick for 
space is pot biliions or trillions, but 
one light year. : 

This is the difference traversed in 
one sidereal year, 81,558,149 seconds, 
by light moving with its sets anid fixed 
specific speed of 186,383 miles per sec- 
ond, Distances traversed by space 
energy, given bx time as in minutes, 


hours or days, would soon rup into’ 


cumbersome trillions, so that the time 
interval nsed in physics, mathematics, 
electricity, ete., is always one second. +

Do not waste time in any such way, 
but immediately prepare a warm salt 
water Bath and gently piace the child 
fm It, clothes and all. If ‘the clothes 
are much burned the warm water wil) 
make them ensier to remove, and the 


ebild can be kept in the bath until the | 


pulse and the temperature show that a 
reaction from the shock has taken 
place. It will often be necessary -for 
some strong and careful person to

FUR SKIN EXPERTS 


| 


A Subtle Sense of Color Guides 
Them tn Judging Pelts. 


HOW THE SKINS ARE DRESSED 


An Alkali Bath Begins the Various 
Processes That Finaly Produce the 
Soft and Pliable Finished Fur—Seal- 
skins the Hardest to Handle. 


The chief requirement for success tm 
grading fur skins is an accurate eye 
for color or, more valuable yet, an im 
tuitive sense of color. The difference 
in value of the rarer varieties of fur 
skins, expecially xabiesx, oarural biaek, 
silver and bine tox, sou viters, chim 
chillas, mink and some others, is so 
subtle that more than a practiced eye 
is necessary to judge accurately of 
the merits‘of individual! ekins. It ts 
necessary that the color sense be higt. 
ly developed. 

The expert furrier must have, in ad 
dition to this, a thorough knowledge 
of the condition In which a akin should 
be to gain admittance into the highest 
class. A furrier must know by the 
appearance of the peit whether it will 
turn out soft and strong after it has 
been dressed and whether the fur is in 
the best condition as regards strength 
apd beauty. 

A fur skin must. of course, be treat- 
ed more carefully and by a different 
process from that followed by the tam 
ner of hides. Tannie acid would ruim 
the pliability of a fur skin, weaken an@ 
discolor the bair The furrier’s proe 
ess ts designed to retain the natural 
oll of the pelt. whicb In turn preserves 
the color of the fur and keeps it soft 
and pliable. The first step in this proce 
-ess is accomplished by piacing the 
skin in an alkali bath. After it bas 
been softened in the bath the mols 
ture is worked out of the skin with @ 
blunt wooden tostrument. Then the 
flesh side is drawn carefully back an@ 
forth over a straight edged knife, 
which removes any lesb that niay be 
ead to the pelt and also evens 

off. 

Specially prepared grease ts rubbed 
into the skin for softening purposes, 
and the process is carried still further 
by placing the aktn in a. machine which 
is arranged to beat it softly until the 
grease has been entirely absorbed. A 
slowly revolving drum fitted with 
wooden puddies and containing fine 
bard sawdust, the kind of sawdust dif- 
fering witb the variety of fur; next 
takes charge of the pelt. A moderate 
degree of heat is supplied during this 
stage of the dressing. The skin ts 
thoroughly cleaned of grease by this 
machine, and the dressing ts completed 
by tapping the skin with smooth canes 
of a flexibility adapted to the strength 


of the fur on a leather cushion stuffed 


with horsebair. Often a skin will be 
changed in shape and made smaller by 
the dressing process. ; : 
Seal and beaver skins require much 
more careful handling than other furs. 


In the case of these skins the water 


bairs, which are the bard top bairs of 
the pelt, have to be removed by band. 
This process is more difficult with seal 
than with beaver. A number of men, 
éach a specialist in bis part of the 
work, are kept employed in the work. 
After this part of the dressing process 
has been completed the five under 
wool, which is wavy apd pale drab ia 
color, is dyed dark brown. Several 
coats of this dark brown dye are ap 
plied, and the fina) result is a fur which 
is lustrous black on top. The skin ts 
then submitted to the cleaning process 
again, made of av even thickness by 
emery wheels and finally finished of tn 
pale buff color. 

The English dye for sealskin, which 
is considered: the best, is a trade se- 
cret. Hs principal ingredients are gall-
